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AoRicuLTORK  IN  NEw-BRUN8wrcK .—During  the  year  1851 
there  was  raised  in  this  Province  no  less  than  225,033  tons  of  hay  • 
206,635  bushels  of  wheat;  74,300  bushels  of  barley;  1,411  164 
bushels  oats;  689,001  bushels  buckwheat;  62,225  bushels  Indian 
corn;  42,663  bushels  pease  and  beans:  589,803  bushels  turnips- 
2,792,394  bushels  potatoss,  and  47,880  bushels  of  other  roots.       ' 

ArPLYJNO  Manurk.— The  following  excellent  practice  is  de- 
scribed by  a  correspondentof  the  Journal  of  Agriculture.  We  have 
often  insisted  on  the  importance  of  thorough  intermixture  with  the 
soil,  and  are  glad  to  see  it  reduced  to  practice.  "  I  take  much  pains 
to  spread  the  man  uro  as  evenly  ns  possible,  and  harrow  it  thoroughly 
with  a  heavy  iron-tooth  harrow,  first  lengthwise  and  then  cross- 
wise the  furrow,  until  the  soil  is  well  p««lverized  and  the  manure 
thoroughly  incorporated  with  it."  The  same  writer  also  remarks. 
"  My  manure  is  under  cover  during  winter,  and  I  am  satisfied  it 
is  worth  nearly  double  for  being  housed." 

GlTA^fo.— -It  is  said  that  the  amount  of  guano  annually  consumed 
in  Great  Britain  for  the  last  five  years,  lias  cost  two  milliong  ster- 
ling, or  about  ten  millions  of  dollars— more  than  equal  yearlvj  to 
the  cost  of  the  Erie  canal  till  its  first  completion.  In  addition, 
great  quantities  of  lime,  bones,  shells,  and  immense  piles  of  yard 
manure  have  been  applied  to  the  land. 

"  Gknti.kmkn,"  said  Lord  Palmerston  at  the  Royal  Agricultural 
dinner,  "1  have  heard  a  definition  of  diit.  I  have  heard  it  said 
that  dirt  is  nothing  but  a  thing  in  the  vi'rong  place.  (Hear,  and 
laughter.)  Now,  the  dirt  of  our  towns  preci^j  ly  corresponds  with  i 
that  definition.  (Hear.)  The  dirt  of  our  t  )wns  ought  to  be  upon 
our  fields,  and  if  there  could  be  such  a  reciprocal  community  of 
interest  between  the  country  and  the  towns— that  the  country 
should  purify  the  towns,  and  the  towns  should  fertilize  the  coun- 
try— (laughier) — I  am  much  disposed  to  think  tJie  13)iti.sh  farmer 
would  care  less  than  he  does,  though  he  still  might  care  something, 
for  Peruvian  guano." 

MoisTuisE  Bv  Dekp  Plouohino. — P.  Morris  says  in  the  Form 
Jeurnal,  tluit  he  broke  up  a  stiff  sod  for  corn,  with  a  heavy  plough 
drawn  by  four  oxen.  A  sybsoil  plough  followed,  running  down 
six  or  seven  inches  deeper.  The  whole  woik  waa  so  thoroughly 
performed,  that  a  stick  could  be  thrust  down  into  the  loose  earth 
in  almost  any  partcf  the  field,  to  a  depth  of  fifteen  inches.  The 
summer  was  excessively  dry,  pastures  were  burnt  and  bare,  and  til- 
lage crops  suflTered  severely.  But  the  corn  on  the  subsoiled  land 
continued  gieen  and  luxuriant  throughout  the  season. 

Foon  FOR  Sick  Animals — The  American  V"et.  Journal  states 
ihnt  an  excellent  diet  for  sick  animals,  ia  9'im])]y  scalded  sliorts. 
When  a  horse  has  taken  ro!d,  with  di.>jcharge  from  the  n»  strils, 
the  mask  may  be  put  into  the  manger  ^yhiie  hot,  with  a  view  of 
steaming  the  nasal  passages.  '*'''.'. 
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To  KILL  ApiiirjF.8  IN  A  (i H K I  N-IIousK. — The  (Jartlener's  Clifo- 
niclo  gives  the  following  :— Take  n  sheet  of  touch  pnper,  roll  an 
ounce  of  tobacco  in  it,  light  it  at  both  ends,  put  it  in  the  house^ 
lenve  it  there,  remain  out-side  vvilh  your  hands  in  your  pockets, 
and  tliu  job  in  done.  "In  the  morning  all  the  green  flies  will  be 
dead." 

Lahor  Ego. — Wo  ficquently  see  notices  of  largo  eggs,  and 
douhts  expressed  of  the  proJuction  of  equals  in  weight  and  size. 
The  largest  irjeasure  from  6;J  to  S^  inches  in  circumference,  none 
rivalling  the  egg  laid  by  a  hen  of  Mr.  Hough,  of  this  town,  which, 
although  not  perfectly  formed,  measured  8^  by  9  inches,  besides 
containing  a  perfect  one  of  about  the  same  dimensions  given  of 
other  eggs.  This  hen  excites  the  jealousy  of  the  whole  tribe.— 
JVesffictd  Standard. 

A  Practical  Wkitk.r —Every  intelligent  farmer  knovva  per- 
haps that  one  of  the  best  and  most  complete  books  ever  written  on 
agriculture,  is  Stephe::s'  liook  of  the  Farm.  The  reviewer  of 
this  work  in  the  English  Journal  of  Agriculture,  gives  a  little 
insight  into  the  reason  of  this  superiority,  by  informing  us  that 
besides  his  eminent  scientific  knowledge  and  a  remarkable  facility 
for  popular  writing,  the  author  has  been  in  the  habit  of  sowing, 
stacking,  feeding  the  threshing  mill,  sowing  grain  and  grass  seed, 
grooming  his  own  horse,  guiding  the  plough,  all  with  his  own 
bauds  J  and  that  in  fact  "the  only  operation  that  a  farm  laborer 
has  to  do,  that  Mr.  Stephens  cannot  do  well,  is  riddling  corn." 

Water  m  Beets. — According  to  Dr.  Salisbury's  analysis,  the 
fresh  roots  of  the  turnip-beet  contain  aboutOB  per  cent,  of  water,  or 
thirteen-fourteenths,  and  the  fresh  tops  about  80  percent.  This  is 
a  larger  proportion  than  is  found  in  the  parsnip  or  carrot. 

Rrdi7Cino  Bones  for  Manuuk.— The  A.merican  Farmer  gives 
the  following  method  of  reducing  crushed  bones  without  sulphuric 
acid.  iVlix  ivvc  bushels  of  ashes  and  one  of  salt,  with  each  bushel 
of  «rushed  bones;  moisten  the  bones  first,  and  leave  the  whole  in 
pie  four  or  five  weeks  before  using  the  mixture,  shovelling  it  over 
two  or  three  times  during  that  period. 

Satt  as  IManure.— The  Editor  of  the  American  Farmer,  says 
h»  has  tried  lime  and  suit,  broadcast,  upon  part  of  a  fiold  of  corn 
the  remainder  of  the  field  being  treafed  with  lime  alone.  Both 
parts  had  been  well  manured;  and  yielded  well  :  but  the  part 
salted  continued  moist  throughout  the  season,  tlie  other  sufiered 
much  from  drouth.  He  does  not  state  the  quantity  applied.  He 
thinks  it  would  be  an  excellent  dressing  for  grass  lands.

This  does  not  apply  to  the  loaded  wagon,  where 
the  loss  18  much  greater  from  the  smaller  loads, 

Cakkots  for  Horses.— Horses  that  have  a  hard,  dry  cough,  or 
that  hive  the  heaves,  are  remarkably  relieved  by  moderate  and 
regular  feedings  of  carrots.  A  horse  of  our  own.  had  once  caught 
such  a  cold,  that  his  cough  might  be  heard  half  a  railo  ;  ho  was 
fed  on  carrots  and  green  clover,  kept  sufficiently  blanketed,  never 
heated,  and  in  six  weeks  was  entirely  well. 

Lice  on  Coi.ts  —It  is  said  that  horses  become  lousy  from  hens, 
when  the  roost  is  too  near  the  stable.  It  is  worthy  of  inquiry  whe- 
ther they  are  infested  by  other  species  of  lice,  requiring  difterent 
treatment.  A  skilful  agricultural  friend  informs  us  that  he  has 
found  two  remedies  effectual  for  this  difficulty  ;  the  first,  washing 
the  animal  in  a  decoction  of  tobacco,  which  needs  repeating  two 
or  three  times  to  be  complete  ;  and  secondly  lubbing  dry  ashes 
all  through  the  hair,  and  then  turning  the  animal  out  in  a  raii\ 
storm  ;  this  is  a  rather  sharp  remedy,  destroying  apart  of  the  hair. 
Cole,  in  his  ''  Diseases  of  Animals,"  says  that  horses  badly  infest- 
ed have  been  at  once  relieved  by  soaking  all  over  in  •*  new  rum." 
The  removjil  of  all  litter  which  may  contain  lice,  whitewashing, 
washing  and  oiling  harness,  must  not  be  overlooked,  in  counectioo 
with  the  remedies. 
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To  Fahmecjs—A  Hint.— I'hi!  \viit<';  >  f  tln'Koromarks  was  onro 
a  farmer'b  boy,  and  flpcaks  from  ex|i»!ii(iUM!  whi^n  lie  rocitii  mends 
all  farmers' sons  to  k^ep  a  daily  ri^^'isicr  of  every  thing  interesting 
coming  under  their  observation,  rrl.itivt-  to  lh«!ir  business.  The 
time  of  planting  or  sowing  crops,  with  ihc  results  of  Inte  or  early 
planting  append'?d  ;  tiic  cfFf.'cts  of  Jiny  jk  i  iil  ni  niodc  of  niannring; 
the  benefit  or  detriment  from  thick  or  thin  sowing;  the  kind  of 
seed;  the  time  and  manner  of  harvcstitig  ;  the  results  of  draining, 
of  deep  or  shallow  ploughing,  and  of  niiiiieious  ollinr  matters,  and 
especially  including  the  costand  {)r(i-(iis  of  csich  crop,  if  accurately 
recorded,  would  not  fail  to  yield  a  great  rlc.il  of  interest  ns  well  as 
usefulness.  The  lime  of  the  appcnrjincc  <;f  birds,  inserts,  the  flow- 
ering and  fruiting  of  trees,  or  an}  iliing  <  Isc  in  relation  to  nature 
and  its  productions,  would  acsist  very  much  the  acquirement  of 
knowledge  on  these  subjects,  if  mtubi  a  nidttcr  of  record.  I  am 
sure  it  would  be  a  delightful  employment,  both  at  the  time,  and 
by  its  examination  aflerwards. 

Now,  all  that  is  necessary  is  to  got  a  small  blank  book,  with  a 
flexible  leather  cover,  which  may  be  h;»d  fiir  a  little  at  any  book  or 
stationary  store,  and  rule  each  page  itii«)  two  columns,  iho  first  for 
the  record  of  planting,  sowing,  and  all  other  operations  during 
their  earlier  stages;  and  the  second  column  for  the  registry  of  the 
results,  directly  opposite,  on  the  same  page.  By  comparing  these 
results  with  the  operatio.iS  which  produced  tlicm,  a  great  deal  of 
valuable  practical  knowledge  would  soon  be  obt:iined. 

Another  advantage  might  result  from  this  practice.  When  any 
operation  wasdeferred  till  too  late,  and  loss  was  occasioned  there- 
by, make  a  memorandum  of  this  fact  at  the  proper  place  in  the  se- 
cond column,  by  the  examination  of  which,  the  second  year,  this 
diflicultv  mia[ht  be  avoided,  Manv  failures  occur  from  a  want  of 
seasonable  attention:  such  a  journal  would  therefore  leave'an  ex- 
cellent memorandum  book  to  refer  to  daily  the  second  year,  or  any 
other  year  afterwards,  to  remind  one  of  what  must  be  done  at  the 
time. 

Would  not  this  bo  worth  a  thousand  times  its  cost,  by  way  of 
making  accurate,  intelligent,  practical  and  successful  farmers,  of 
lads  and  young  men  in  the  country,  besides  improving  their  know- 
ledge of  writing  P 

Mor.cniNG  Potatoes — For  the  purpose  of  directing  attention 
to  tne  subject  in  season,  and  inducing  the  trial  of  experiments,  we 
give  the  substance  of  a  mode  of  raising  potatoes  described  in  the 
Plough.  Loom  and  Anvil, as  performed  by  three diff'erent  farmers, 
by  mulching  copiously  wiih  straw.  The  land,  prepared  as  usual, 
having  a  level  surface,  and  straw  then  applied  six  inches  deep 
The  straw  kept  the  surface  moist  and  mellow  throughout  a  prolong- 
ed drouth,  and  the  crop  was  300  bushels  per  acre,  the  tubers  being 
of  the  finest  quality,  although  potatoes  were  generally  nearly  des- 

I  troyed  by  rot.  '*  What  struck  us  as  a  peculiarity,"  says  the  editor, 
**  was  their  singular  smoothness,  being  quite  as  much  so  as  apples. 
Mr.  Sommcrs  laid  his  potato  cuttings  upon  unplonghed,  unprepar- 
ed ground,  merely  covering  them  with  straw,  and  his  crop,  we

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Weaning  and  Reahino  Calves. — An  English  farmer 
weaned  and  reared  on  l»is  farm  of  ten  cows,  len  heifer 
calves,  by  the  following  method  : — At  tliree  days  old,  they 
were  taken  from  the  cows,  put  into  a  shed  and  fed  with 
skimmed  milk,  nUowing  three  quarts  to  each  calf,  morn- 
ing and  evening.  When  they  wore  a  month  old,  they 
were  fed  with  a  like  quantity  of  milk  and  water,  morning 
and  evening,  with  hay  to  feed  on  in  the  day-time  ;  at  noon, 
they  were  fed  with  a  little  oats  and  bran  equally  mixed,  nU 
lowing  half  a  peck  to  a  dozen  calves.  At  two  months  old, 
they  were  fed  only  in  the  morning  with  milk  and  water ; 
they  had  hoy  to  feed  on  in  the  day-time;  and  at  evening 
instead  of  noon,  lind  the  some  quantity  of  bran  and  oats, 
with  water  to  drink.  They  were  fed  in  this  manner  until 
the  middle  of  Aj)ril,  whrn  they  were  turned  to  grass  all 
day,  and  taken  into  a  shed  at  evening,  and  fed  with  hay 
until  there  was  plenty  of  grass  and  the  weather  grew  warm. 
Such  of  the  calves  as  were  weaned  in  March,  were  con- 
fined to  be  fed  with  milk  and  water  every  niorning  until 
midsummer.  All  of  ihem  were  in  good  hialih  and  con- 
dition ;  and  the  society  allowed  the  premium  offered  on 
that  head  the  year  before. 

Live  and  Dead  Weight  of  Hogs. — Samuel  Linn,  of 
Ohio,  states  in  the  Patent  Office  Report,  that  he  thinks  one- 
sixth,  (instead  of  one-fifih,  the  common  rulo,)  is  about  the 
true  estimate  of  the  difference  between  live  and  dead 
weight.  A  hog  weighing  alive  242  lbs  ,  weighed  when 
dressed,  202  Iba.,  n  loss  of  one-sixth.  Doubtless  the  breed 
would  affect  the  resgit;  a  big  headed,  heavy-legged  race, 
might  give  a  different  result  from  those  specimens  of  neat- 
ness, the  Suffolks  and  Berkshires. 

Hen  Roosts  in  connexion  with  Horse  Stables. — 
The  practice  of  allowing  fowls  to  roost  in  the  same  apart- 
ments with  horses,  though  followed  by  some  farmers,  ought 
to  be  discontinued.  A  correspondent  slates  in  the  Rural 
New  Yorker i  that  he  had  a  horse  become  covered  with 
**  hen  lice'*  from  fowls  roosting  near  the  stall.  The  ani- 
mal was  seriously  injured  before  the  cause  of  the  trouble 
was  ascertained.  He  rubbed  out  his  mane  and  tail,  and 
was  continually  biting  himself,  to  obtain  relief.  The  lice 
may  bo  killed  by  tobacco  water,  sulphur,  or  oil.

Ten  •Reasons  for  Under-draining. — 1.  It  prevents 
water  which  falls  from  resting  on  or  near  the  surface,  and 
renders  iho  soil  dry  enough  to  be  worked  or  ploughed  at 
all  times. 

2.  By  rendering  the  soil  porous  or  spongy,  it  takes  in 
water  without  flooding  in  time  of  rain,  and  auyes  it  off  again 
gradually  in  time  of  drouth. 

3.  By  preventing  adhesion  and  assisting  in  pulverization, 
it  allows  the  roots  to  pass  freely  through  all  parts  of  the 
soil. 

4.  By  facilitating  the  mixture  of  manure  through  the 
pulverized  portions,  it  greatly  increases  its  value  and 
effect. 

5.  It  allows  water  falling  on  the  surface  to  pass  down- 
wards, carrying  with  it  any  fertilizing  substances,  (as  car- 
bonic acid  and  ammonia,}  until  they  are  arrested  by  the 
absorption  of  the  soil. 

6.  It  abstracts  in  a  similar  manner  the  heat  contained  in 
falling  rains,  thus  warming  the  soil,  the  water  discharged 
by  drain-mouths  being  many  degrees  colder  than  ordinary 
rains. 

7.  The  increased  porosity  of  the  soil  renders  itamore 
perfect  non-conductor  of  heat,  and  the  roots  of  plants  are 
less  injured  by  freezing  in  winter. 

8.  The  same  cause  admits  the  entrance  of  air,  facilitating 
the  decomposition  of  enriching  portions  of  the  soil. 

9.  By  admitting  early  ploughing,  crops  may  be  sown 
early,  and  an  increased  amount  reaped  in  consequence. 

10.  It  economizes  labor,  by  allowing  the  work  to  go  on 
at  all  times,  without  interruption  from  surplus  water  in 
spring,  or  from  a  hard  baked  soil  in  summer.

Ohsarvat'wns — 1.  The  nearer  the  lime  of  ihe  moon'ri  change,  first 
quarter,  full  and  la.st  quarter,  are  to  midnight,  the  fairer  will  be  the 
weather  during  the  seven  days  following. 

2.  Tho  ppacs  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  ten  at  night  till 
two  next  tnorning. 

3.  The  nearer  to  m'idday  or  noon,  the  phase?  of  the  moon  happen, 
the  more  foul  or  wet  weather  may  be  expected  during  the  nsxt  seven 
days. 

4  The  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  ten  in  the  forenoon 
to  two  in  tho  af  crnoon  These  obs:;rvations  refer  principally  to  the 
summer,  though  they  aO'ect  spring  and  autumn  nearly  in  the  same 
rotio. 

5.  The  moon's  change,  first  quarter,  full  and  last  quarter,  happening 
during  six  of  t!io  afterpoou  hours,  i,  e.  from  four  to  ton,, may  bo  fol- 
lowed by  fair  weather;  but  this  is  mostly  dependent  on  the  wind,  as 
is  noted  in  the  table. 

6.  Thouj.jh  the  weather,  from  a  variety  of  irregular  causes,  is  more 
uncertain  in  t!ie  latter  part  of  autumn,  tho  whole  of  winter,  and  the 
Ix'ginning  of  spring,  yet,  in  the  main,  the  above  obyervations  will 
apply  to  those  periods  also. 

7.  To  prognosticate  correctly,  especially  iu  those  cases  where  the 
wind  is  concerned,  tho  observer  should  be  in  sight  of  a  good  vane, 
whorejhe  four  cardinal  points  of  the  heavens  ate  correctly  placed
